James Philando Edwards was born on DECEMBER 15, 1858, in APPANOOSE COUNTY 
IOWA. He was born to WILLIAM S. EDWARDS and MARY WILLET EDWARDS. 

In 1860 the family was living in UNION TWP, APPANOOSE COUNTY IOWA. At this 
time JAMES P. EDWARDS was only one year old and his father WILLIAM S. EDWARDS 
was a teacher for the county of APPANOOSE in IOWA. 

According to the 1870 FEDERAL CENSUS the EDWARDS FAMILY was living in FOX 
RIVER TOWNSHIP IOWA, near BLOOMFIELD IOWA. WILLIAM S. EDWARDS was a farmer at 
this time. 

By the 1880 FEDERAL CENSUS JAMES P. EDWARDS was still living on his fathers 
land and working as a farmer. JAMES P. was 21 years old at this time. The 
family was still living in FOX RIVER TOWNSHIP. 

On DECEMBER 22, 1888 JAMES PHILANDO EDWARDS married FLORA BELLE BREEDING in 
or near DRAKESVILLE, SOAP CREEK TOWNSHIP IOWA. From this marriage there were 
ten chi ldren born.

The 1900 FEDERAL CENSUS has JAMES P. living in SOAP CREEK TOWNSHIP IOWA. 
At this time in his life he and his wife FLORA BELLE have had seven (7) 
children born to them, namely:

The 1900 CENSUS states that JAMES P. owned his own land, and owned the land 
without mortgage. The land that they lived on was a farm.

From the early to middle 1900's (1918-1919 +/-) JAMES P. and his wife FLORA 
tmXE mere living in CHETOPA KANSAS. I believe mainly for the reason that 
Mteir eldest daughter EDNA BLANCHE EDWARDS MUNHOLLON and her family were living 
■here in CHETOPA. During this time in their lives I don't know how they made 
_ ~eet because JAMES P. was almost completely blind. 

On NOVEMBER 20, 1919 FLORA BELLE BREEDING EDWARDS passed away and left 
JHHE5 P. EDWARDS to take care of their youngest child, BEULAH RAE EDWARDS. At 
this time in little BEULAH' s life one can imagine the amount of work she had to 
(Ad to take care of everything that her mother use to take care of. 

MOTE 

After the death of FLORA BELLE in 1919, every day JAMES P. would walk 
over a mile to go to the grave side of his wife FLORA BELLE BREEDING 
EDWARDS ■ 

Somewhere between 1922-1923 JAMES P. EDWARDS and little BEULAH left KANSAS 
for CANON CITY COLORADO where JAMES P.'S two sons, JOHN HARLAN and JAMES DALE 
■WARDS were trying to make ends meet during the pre-depress ion era. 

JAMES P. EDWARDS was for sure in CANON CITY COLORADO on DECEMBER 22, 1922 
because he signed as a witness on the marriage certificate for his son JAMES 
DALE EDWARDS marriage to SALLIE BARNEYCASTLE . 

NOTE 

The CANON CITY COLORADO DIRECTORY for 1923 lists JAMES P. as retired and 
living at 1032 RIVER RD. 



I believe that between 1923 and 1929 JAMES P. EDWARDS was floating from one 
of his children's home to another. That is only an educated guess of course. 
This would make sense because of the stories that I have heard from different 
family members concerning JAMES P. visiting his children from time to time. 
Some of these trips took JAMES P. to OKLAHOMA, UTAH, COLORADO, and CALIFORNIA. 

Not until 1929 can I find JAMES P. EDWARDS back in CANON CITY COLORADO 
where he was admitted to the COUNTY HOSPITAL, or what the locals called the 
"POOR FARM". 

NOTE 

The 1931-1932 CANON CITY LOCAL DIRECTORY lists JAMES P. as a resident of 
the COUNTY HQS P I TAL. 



On DECEMBER 25, 1938 JAMES PH I LANDO EDWARDS passed away during CHRISTMAS 
dinner at the COUNTY HOSPITAL. He was 80 years old. 

JAMES PH I LANDO EDWARDS death certificate shows that he passed away at 
1130am on DECEMBER 25, 1938 from a coronary. Contributory cause was HYPERTEN- 
SION. On the death certificate the informants name was CLAUDE C. EDWARDS, his 
youngest son which lived in COLORADO SPRINGS COLORADO at the time. 

The death certificate states that he was born in ATTUMWA, WAPELLO COUNTY 
IOWA, but I could not find him or his father mentioned in the WAPELLO COUNTY 
CENSUS for 1860. The death certificate also states that he was a resident of 
CANON CITY COLORADO for 12 years. This puts JAMES P. EDWARDS living in CANON 
CITY as early as 1926, if this is true. 

JAMES PH I LANDO EDWARDS body was shipped by train to LA MIRADA CAL. and bur- 
ied in the OLIVE LAWN MEMORIAL CEMETERY. GRAVE 1, LOT 38, SECTION D.

There is also a possibility that he also had a older boy by the name of 
LEON EDWARDS, and also possibly a daughter. ... 

After marrying his wife HARRIET ETTA they ended up living in a town in the 
LOS ANGELES CALIFORNIA MID-CITY area called HYNES CALIFORNIA. This town no 
longer exists and is now where PARAMOUNT CALIFORNIA is today. 

While they were living in HYNES CALIFORNIA their son BERT was killed by a 
car while playing with his brother CURT and some local boys near their home. 

VIRGIL OWEN EDWARDS passed away on JUNE 14, 1961. 16 days past his 81st 
birthday. At the time of his death he was living at 2031 N. MERCED, EL MONTE 
CALIFORNIA. His wife HARRIET ETTA passed away on APRIL 18, 1978 while living 
in LONG BEACH CALIFORNIA. 

VIRGIL and his wife are buried side by side in the same cemetery as his 
father JAMES PHILANDO EDWARDS. OLIVE LAWN MEMORIAL PARK, LA MIRADA CALIFORNIA. 
GRAVE 5 & 6, SECTION 1317, SECTION C. 

There are no records available that I can find that states anything about 
their children. I have no idea actually how many children there were or 
whether or not there are any descendants to this family.

EDNA BLANCHE EDWARDS was born on DECEMBER 31, 1891 in or near SOAP CREEK 
TOWNSHIP, DAVIS COUNTY IOWA. 

In the 1900 FEDERAL CENSUS for SOAP CREEK TOWNSHIP IOWA it shows EDNA 
BLANCHE to be eight (8) years old. 

EDNA BLANCHE married SHERMAN LOVELL MUNHOLLON on APRIL 10, 1910 in CHETOPA 
KANSAS. From this marriage there were three children born.

2. AUDREY BESSIE MUNHOLLON 

3. PAULINE RAE MUNHOLLON 

SHERMAN LOVELL MUNHOLLON took the family from town to town going where he 
could find work.

EDNA BLANCHE EDWARDS MUNHOLLON was a house wife, and also a excellent cook. 
EDNA was kind and very soft spoken, and finally a very devout CHRISTIAN until 
her death. 

EDNA'S husband SHERMAN MUNHOLLON passed away from pneumonia in APRIL 1932. 
Shortly there after EDNA BLANCHE EDWARDS MUNHOLLON passed away in APRIL 1938 
after a long battle with what they called DROPSY.
